part brilliantly. They were the 
brains of the war and they are en- | 
titled to our deep, sincere gratitude.

They want to be) 
waited on, toadied to, in the style 
ef the old Southern planters. That’s 
what is causing the mass demon- 
strations in occupied countries. I 
don’t believe any soldier who is, 
really needed overseas would sell) 
the United States short merely be- 
cause the shooting is over and he 
wants to go home. He is just tired!

converted God-complex. I, for one, 
don’t blame him.

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First of Fourteen City improvement Projects Outlined

The City Council has adopted a , four lanes for traffic, two lanes for, the block, providing convenient ac- 


14-point program for civic improve- |} 


ment, representing a summation of 
the various projects upon which it| 
has been working for some time. |! 
Point number one is the improve- 
ment of Santa Cruz avenue. 

Santa Cruz is the main artery 
carrying traffic from the populous 
Pul- 
gas area to the business district of 
Menlo Park. Valparaiso is the only 
other direct artery from the Ala- 
meda to El Camino Real between 
Atherton Avenue and San Francis- 
quito Creek, and it is not as con- 
veniently situated as Santa Cruz 
to attract this traffic. Obviously 
Santa Cruz is the logical location 
of any off-highway business devel- 
opment in Menlo Park. The high 
prices at which Santa Cruz avenue 
properties have changed hands in 
recent weeks, and announcements 
construction have 
removed any doubt in the matter. 

The Planning Commission has 
recommended an excellent improve- 
ment plan to the Council. An addi- 
tion fourteen feet is to be taken 
from the northwesterly side of 
Santa Cruz between El Camino and 
University avenue. This will permit 
the construction of a street with 


parking, &nd_ eight-foot 


sidewaiks. Anything less than four 


traffic lanes would quickly prove | 
inadequate as Menlo Park grows. | 


The plan also includes an alley for 
rear unloading behind the lots in 
several blocks facing the southeast- 
erly side of Santa Cruz. 

Throughout the nation, as well 
as in our own area, the number one 
problem of retailers and shoppers 
alike is the lack of adequate park- 
ing space in the business district. 
Modern practice in community de- 
velopment calls for the provision of 
ample off-street parking in shop- 
ping centers. A projected develop- 
ment at Hillsdale in San Mateo is 
an example. Established communi- 
ties for the most part, however, 
have little opportunity to provide 
off-street parking in business dis- 
tricts without tearing down  exist- 
ing structures at prohibitive ex- 
pense. 

Menlo Park has a golden oppor~ 
tunity to provide off-street parking 
for its business district that will 
prove to be a priceless asset. The 
block bounded by El Camino, San- 
ta Cruz, Chestnut and Oak Grove 
is huge. The plan calls for a large 
paved parking lot in the interior of} 


| cess to shops located on El Camino, 


Santa Cruz, Oak Grove and Chest- 
nut. Access would be provided by a 
wide driveway 
from Santa Cruz to Oak Grove be- 
hind the stores fronting El Camino. 
The plan also calls for a parking

Cruz, University, Oak Grove and 
Crane, but it will be constructed at 
this time only if urged by the prop- 
erty owners in this block. 

The project will be financed pri- 
marily by the assessment of prop- 
erty benefitted. The city, however, 
will contribute $5,000 in gasoline 
tax money and such aid as it may 


be able to get from the State and| 


Federal governments. Legislation 
proposed by the League of Califor- 
nia Cities would make about $25,- 
000 of State money available for 
this work.
